The Financial Situation. 


President Cleveland's Plan ror Relief. 


It did not need the appealing message 


of President Cleveland sent to Congress 
last Monday to acquaint the country 
with the gravity of the financial situa- 
tion. The Treasury has carried its thou- 
sand-million load of gold indebtedness- 
made impossible of mitigalion by pay- 
ment—to the limit of endurance. Un- 
less provision shall be made by Congress 
for payment of demand obligations in 
gold, and for cancellation after payment, 
the credit of the Government can no 
longer be maintained and an era of 
panic and repudiation must ensue. 


In this emergency the President ap- 


peals to the patriotism of the repre- 
sentatives of the people in Congress for 
relief. He distinctly abandons all pres- 
ent hope of currency reform, and all 
pride of personal opinion, and suggests 
action looking solely to the relief of the 
financial stress that paralyzes the in- 
dustry of the country, and to tbe pro- 
tection of the national credit. Briefly 
the President recommends: 


(1) The authorization of the issue of 


50-year 3 per cent, bonds in detiamina 
tions of $20 and $50 and their multiples, 
payable in goid, in order to maintain a 
sufficient gold reserve, and to take up 
and cancel legal tender and Treasury 
notes. 


C2) Government bonds bearing over 2 


per cent, interest should be made a legal 
security for the issue of circulating notes 
to national banks up to their face or par 
value. 


(3) Xational bank notes hereafter is- 


sued to be only of the denomination of 
$10 and upward, and silver certificates 
to be hereafter issued to be of denomina- 
tions under $](). 


(4) Duties on impo'ts to be hereafter 


paid in sold. 


Every one of lliese recommendations 


is sound to ttm core, and exactly fitted 
to the accomplishment of the object 
desired-the re-establishment of popular 
confidence and of national credit 
The 


provision for the issue of national bank 
notes to the par of bonds would prevent 
any swift contraction of the currency. 
The issue of silver certificates of denom- 
inations of less thin $10 would make a 
continued and extended place and use 
for silver. 
The payment of import 


duties in gold would furnish the Treas- 
ury at all times with a necessary supply 
of the metal for meeting its gold obliga-

Blame on Trusts. 


When the late James <J. Elaine said 


that trusts were private affairs with 
which Congress had nothing to do, he 
was about right. Under the constitu- 
tion they cannot be interfered with, and 
the Supreme (Jourt of the United States 
has just declared the Sherman anti-trust 
law unconstitutional. Senators George 
and Edmunds each tried to draft laws to 
restrain them, and these were confessed- 
ly the ablest lawyers in the Senate. A 
trust is simply a combination of a nnm- 
ber of concerns under one management. 
They limit supply and regulate the price 
of tbeir product, often charging consu- 
mers unreasonable profits but the only 
way to restrain them is to remove the 
duty from the products in which any 
trust deals. This throws them open to 
competition with the whole world, ex- 
cept the advantage ot ocean freight and 
iniurance.—Advocate.

Never Heard of It. 


A correspondent .'writes to the Xew 


York Sun as follows: I remember talk- 
ing with Matthew Arnold, when he was 
in this country, about Abraham Lincoln 
—you will remember that he said of Lin- 
coln that he had no ''distinction"—and 
I called his attention to the Gettysburg 
speech. I shall never forget the imper- 
turbable Saturday Review stare with 
which he asked : "Ah, what is the Get- 
tysburg speech ?" 


He had never heard of it. I believe 


when he went back he asked Professor 
Brycewhatit was about, and when it 
was hunted up in an American school 
book and shown to him, he read it 
hastily and put it away with a com- 
miserating reticence. 


Suppose you ask M. Bourget, who is 


looking into the American heart by the 
way of the American bodice, and on 
space rates, if he has lead the Gettys- 
burg speech. I happen to know of my 
own knowledge that Eobert Louis 
Stevenson had not heard of it when he 
was exploring our continent, and Sir 
Lepel Griffin and Rupyard Kipling had 
an idea that it was a newspaper fake. 


Tbe current number of the Saturday 


Review lies open before me, and this is 
what my eye falls on: 


"The common American delusion that 


there has been a number of great Amer- 
ican poets, that there is indeed, such a 
thing as American literature, disports 
itself with unusual pomposity." 


It is impossible for these literary prigs 


of a special cult to understand that 
there may be stimulant conditions of na- 
tional life that wake into tumultuous 
activity all tbe higher and better func- 
tions of the soul, prior to the chartered 
formulation of them into an art, and 
that it is in these periods of awakening, 
and not in the after repose of an elab-

Pope Leo's Encyclical. 


An Intere.tlng Letter on the Slal»s. Secret 


Sncletlen and Ulvorre. 


The encyclical which was made public 


by MonSignor Satolli last week begins 
by referring to the Columbian Exposi- 
tion and the esteem and love in which 
the States are held by the Holy See and 
the reasons which caused the sending to 
America of the Apostolic Delegate, and 
continues: 


"That your republic is progressing and 


developing by giant strides is apparent to 
all; and this holds good in religious mat- 
ters also. For even as your cities, in the 
course of one century, have made a mar- 
velous increase in wealth and power, so 
do we behold the Church, from scant 
and slender beginnings, grown with ra- 
pidity to be great and exceedingly flour- 
ishing. Now, if, on the other hand, the 
increased riches and resources of your 
cities are justly attributed to the talents 
ai:d active industry of the American 
people: on the other hand, the prosper 
ous condition ot Catholicity must be as- 
cribed, first, indeed, to the virtue, the 
ability, aud the prudence of the bishops 
and clergy; but iu no slight measure, al- 
so, to the faith and generosity of the 
Catholic laity. Thus, whilst the differ- 
ent classes exerted their best energies, 
were you enabled to erect unnumbered 
religious and useful institutions, sacred 
edifices, schools for the instruction ot 
youth, colleges for the higher branches, 
homes for the poor, hospitals for the 
sick; convents and monasteries." 


Tae Pope then writes of the new Cath 


olic University at Washington and the 
work for which it is intended. Of the 
Apostolic Delegate, he says : 


"When the Council of Baltimore had 1 


concluded its labors the duty still re- 
mained of putting, so tw speak, a proper 
and becoming crown upon the work. 
This, we perceived,, could scarcely be 
done in a more fitting manner than 
through the due establishment by the 
Apostolic See of an American Legation. 
Accordingly, as you are well aware we 
have done this. By this action, as we 
have elsewhere intimated, we have 
wished, first of all, to certify that in our 
judgment and affection America occu- 
pies the same place and rights as othei 
States, be they ever so mighty and im- 
perial. In addition to this we had in 
mind to draw more closely the bonds ot 
duty and friendship which connect you 
and so many thousands of Catholics with 
the Apostolic See." 


Of divorces and secret societies the 


Pope says: "To matters of the first im- 
portance and fraught with the greatest 
blessings it is a pleasure at this place to 
refer, on account of the holy firmness in 
principle and practice respecting it 
which, as a rule, rightly prevails amongst 
you (we mean the Christian dogma ol 
the unity and indissolubility of marriage) 
which supplies the firmest bond of 
safety, not merely to the family, but 
society at large. Not a few of your 
citizens, even of those who dissent from 
us m other doctrines, terrified by the 
licentiousness of divorce, admire and ap- 
prove in this regard the Catholic teach- 
ing and the Catholic customs. They are 
led to this judgment not less by love ol 
country than by the wisdom of the doc- 
trine. For difficult it is to imagine a 
more deadly pest to the community than 
the wish to declare dissolutirea bond 
which by the law of God is made per- 
petual and inseverable. 
Divorce is the 


fruitful cause of mutable marriage con- 
tracts; it diminishes mutual affection; 
it supplies a pernicious stimulant to un- 
faithfulness ; it is injurious to the care 
and education of children ; it gives occa- 
sion to the breaking up of domestic soci 
ety; it scatters the seed of discord 
among families; it lessens and demoral- 
izes the dignity of women, who incur 
the danger of being abandoned when 
they shall have subserved the lust of 
their -husbands. 
And since nothing 


tends so effectually as the corruption ot 
morals, to ruin families and undermine 
the strength of kingdoms, it may easily 
be perceived that divorce is especially

Any society, therefore 
which is ruled by and servilely obeys 
persons who are not steadfast for tbe 
right and friendly to religion is capable 
of being extremely prejudicial to the 
interests, as well of individuals as of the 
community. Beneficial it caunot be. 
Let this conclusion, therefore, remain 
firm: To shun not only those associa- 
tions which have been openly condemn- 
ed by the judgment of the Church, but 
these also which, in the opinion of intel- 
ligent 
men, and especially 
of the 


bishops, are regarded as suspicious and 
dangerous. Nay, rather, unless forced 
by necessities to do otherwise, Catholics 
ought to prefer to associate with Catho- 
lics, a course which will be very bene-- 
ficial to the safeguarding ot their faith."

COMMISSIONERS AJOJ ASSESSMENTS. 
The recent action of the Commission- 


ers in changing the assessments made by 
assessors is causing considerable dissat- 
isfaction among the farm-owners in our 
county. It appears that many of the 
assessors, appreciating the fact that 
real estate sells for much less than in 
years previous, have made their absess- 
ments lower accordingly. 
It appears 


also that the Commissioners, needing 
revenue, have inct eased those assess- 
ments to the rate of former years. 
WUle the right belongs to the Commis- 
sioners to review the assessments made 
by the assessors and to raise such as- 
sessments, the policy of the course is 
questionable. If the county needs rev- 
enue for necessary purposes it must col- 
lect it from the citizens and the Com- 
missioners are justified in raising the tax 
late for such purposes, but it is bad 
policy to place an artificial value on 
real estate for any purpose. 


When values are small and money 


scarce it were better for county authori- 
ties to keep down expenses to correspond 
with such conditions than to raise 
money from real estate upon assess- 
ments beyond its assessable value. 


Under the law the assessors or the 


Commissioners are to place such value 
npon real estate as it will bring at a pub- 
lic sale. These values are not to be fixed 
arbitrarily, but upon estimated actual 
value. The assessors, in attending to 
their duties, tlxed these values at such 
figures as in their judgments the various 
tracts were worth, but the Commission- 
ers fixed them for revenue and have 
thereby assessed some properties un- 
fairly. 


True, these farm-owners have the 


right of appeal, but they should not be 
put to the inconvenience without just 
reason, and they are not to be blamed 
for objecting unless the advance in as- 
sessment be for good and sufficient 
reason. 


If the county's income is not sufficient 


to meet expenses, of which -we never 
heard the like in former years, and if 
expenses cannot be reduced to corre- 
spond with the conditions, then it were 
better to let the tax rate be advanced 
upon fair and equitable values rather 
than by an unfair and artificial assess- 
ment of real estate. 


The best thing for the Commissioners 


to do is to keep expenses, within the 
limits of the county's income. 


Our Washington letter. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 1S95. 


Editors of Compiler: PresidentCleve- 


land would much prefer that Congress 
would pass a bill, either in accordance 
with the recommendations contained in 
his special message, or with its own 
ideas of what ought to be done to enable 
the government to redeem its promises 
to pay when presented ; but if Congress 
does nothing, he does not propose to sit 
idle and see the credit of the government 
injured by the lack of gold to redeem its 
notes. He has given Congress a last 
chance to act, but if such leading mem 
hers of the Senate as Vest and Sherman 
do not misjudge the situation, the Sen- 
ate is tied hand and foot aud cannot act, 
even if the House passes the bill now 
before the committee on Banking and 
Currency, which proposes to carry the 
recommendations of the President into 
effect. That being the case, it may be 
set down as certain that President Cleve- 
land and Secretary Carlisle will act. 
They will issue more bonds to get tbe 
?old to redeem the greenbacks and 
Treasury notes, under the specie re- 
sumption act of 1875, and the President 
has said that he would cont'.nue to issue 
bonds as. of ten as gold is required until 
Congress relieves the situatjon by legis- 
lation. 


As President Cleveland and every 


member of the Cabinet understands and 
construes the present laws, it is no long- 
er a question of whether one favors the 
issue of bonds, butof getting gold, which 
can only be gotten by bonds. Whether 
Congress authorizes an issue of bonds or 
not bonds will be issued. 


Chairman Wilson is confident that the 


bill for the repeal of the differential duty 
on sugar from countries which pay an 
export bounty, which passed tbe House 
by the very decisive vote of 139 to 31, 
will pass the Senate and become a law.' 
His confidence is based upon assurances 
given him by Senators of all parties that 
they would support the bill aud help to 
push it through the Senate. 


The National Board of Trade, which

THE STEAMSHIP ELBE STOiK IN AJf 


APPALLING COLLISION. 


Barely HO People Escape. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.— Nearly 400 souls went 


down to death in the frigid waters of the 
>"orth Sea on the morning of Jan. 3d by 
the sinking of the North-German Lloyd 
steamer Elbe, in collision with the Scotch 
steamer Crathie. 


The little fishing smack Wildflower 


sailed into the harbor at Lowestoft, on the 
east coast of England, in the afternoon 
with a handful of survivors of all the 
ship's company. 
Fully 380 lives have 


been lost. 


Fow of the great tragedies of the sea are 


more terrible than the Elbe's. The disas- 
ter befell the great ship almost without 
warning. She wag rushing through a 
rough sea, amid half a gale, which blew 
bitter cold. 


Other vessels were in sight with which 


she exchanged signals. Suddenly there 
,was a crash and in a moment the Elbe lay 
helpless upon the water, cut half in two 
by the Crathie, which struck her almost 
amidships. Within 20 minutes the great 
liner had foundered with most of her 
human freight, after a panic in which 
men lost their reason in the scramble to 
escape. 


The Elbe left Bremen in the afternoon, 


on her regular trip to New York, via 
Southampton. The few hours of the voy- 
age before the disaster were uneventful. 
At 4 o'clock in the morning the wind was 
blowing very hard and a tremendous sea 
was running. The morning was unusual- 
ly dark. 


Numerous lights were seen in all direc- 


tions, showing that many vessels were 
near. 
The captain ordered, therefore, 


tliat rockets should be sent up at regular 
intervals to warn the or to keep out of 
the Elbe's course. 


It was near 6 o'clock, and the Elbe was 


some 50 miles off Lowestoft, when the 
lookout man sighted a steamer of about 
1500 tons approaching.

CIXr.TER SEEDING. 


Some ol Vhc I>l«i«lr>ntage» ol Broadcaitlng 


V»lD« of Clover In Restoring Land. 


It is when the snow is on the groun 


that some fanners seed clover on whea 
tend, bat it ia doubtful if seeding to 
early is of any advantage. It ia tru 
that broadcasting the seed over the sur 
face covers every portion, and the rains 
carry it into the soil, but there are pen 
ods in the early spring when the groun 
ia as hard as rock, and if the seed is no 
washed away it will be clustered 
spots, leaving others bars, as i3 witness 
ed every season. It is not the case tha 
all farmers venture to seed down their 
clover until the season is warmer, bu 
the rule is to sow as soon as it can b 
done. The proper method is to harrow 
the wheat with a smothicg harrow, so 
the clover seed, and hurrow the fiel 
again, which does not injure the wheat 
but enables the seed to be better cover 
ed and secure lodgment. Plenty of see 
is important, as the birds destroy a por 
tion, some of the seed may be worthless 
and a portion is also destroyed should 
warm spell of weather be followed b 
severe cold. These causes have pre 
vented good strands of clover, althoug 
the failure of the seed was attributed to 
something else. 


FERTTLIZEKS FOR CLOVEK. 


Clover is a nitrogen gatherer. Tha 


is, it procures the greater proportion o 
its nitrogen from the full nitrogen of th 
atmosphere, and by its roots, which tak 
up nitrogen as ammonia and nitric acid 
when the rains bring these substances 
down from the air and carry it into th 
soil. Any nitrogenous fertilizer is there- 
fore of but little value for clover, bu 
the crop is greatly benefited by potash 
and lime. Land plaster (sulphate o 
lime), 
which is sparingly soluble in 


water, gives excellent results on some 
soils, but land that has been heavily lim 
ed with air-slaked lime in the fall should 
be in excellent condition for clover, pro 
vided it is not deficient in potash. An 
application of a hundred pounds of sul 
phate of potash will often prove suffl 
cient to induce a large yield, but wood 
ashes, which contain both lime and pot- 
ash, cannot be excelled for clove;. 


CLOVER AS A LAND KESTOKER. 


Leaving the value of clover as a hay 


crop aside, it is one of the best crops 
known for restoring the fertility of the 
soil. Its roots, which contain nitrogen 
largely, restore that substance to the 
soil, and it is a practice with many to 
cut the first growth for hay and plow 
under the second growth, followed by an 
application of lime. If this is done, the 
only forms of fertilizers required by the 
farmer will be potash and phosphates, 
which will keep the soil well supplM 
with plant food in fair proportions for 
nearly all other crops. Red clover is a 
biennial, but the new crimson clover, 
which is an annual, may be sown in the 
fail and plowed under in the spring, be- 
ing well adapted on soils that will not 
produce red clover; but where red clover 
can be grown it should be given the 
preference, as it cannot be surpassed in 
the many advantages which it possesses 
by any other crop grown upon the farm. 
—.Record.

THERE is no advantage in retaining 


hogs at this season in order to increase 
their weight. 
Hogs are expensive at 


times, and should be converted into pork 
just as soon as they reach the proper 
stage. Growth is more rapid in favor- 
able ssasons, and it is then that the 
profit is made. The larger the hog, the 
slower the gain in proportion to its 
weight. 


MANY barns and stables which permit 


could draughts to come in through cracks 
could be made more comfortable at a 
small expense. A dollar's worth of thick 
paper, or a roll of tarred felt, tacked se- 
curely to the wall, would add greatly as 
a protection against cold winds, and 
could easily be removed when summer 
approaches.

Composting Manure.--. 


To Get the Best KlTecr (m Lnml. 


There is very little said in the papers 


now-a-days about composting manure. 
Tears ago the practice was general. 
The idea is becoming prevalent that it 
does little good, and that the cheaper, 
easier method of drawing out manure as 
fast as made aud spreading it on the 
land is nearly as good. It is argued that 
manure must ferment some time, and 
in the soil there is little chance of its fer- 
tilizing properties escaping. Hut there 
is no doubt that the fact that the new 
method saves labor is with many the 
most important consideration. 


In times gone by farmers did much of 


their hardest work in winter,'chopping 
wood, making ship timber iu the era of 
wooden ships, cutting fencing and rmuiv 
other jobs, and often there was moie 
hard work done in these ways than in 
cultivating crops during the growint; 
season. It is not doubted that compost- 
ing manure makes it more immediately 
available. It does not add to Ihe bene- 
fit that manure ultimately Rives, but if 
the compost heap is properly protected 
it need not detract from it. Assuming 
that the same quantity of manure wiU 
ultimately in either cause put an equal 
amount of plant food in the soil, there 
is still a great advantage in having it 
ready for early use in the season. If 
manure is applied Lite in spring unfei- 
mentedjitisoftenpastmidsutumer before 
the crop gets full benefit from it. Small 
spring grains, on the ground covered in 
spring with wholly unfermented nmniite 
rarely receive much benefit. The effect 
of the manure is mainly seen in au extra 
growth of weeds following the gram 
crop. If the practice of daily drawing j 
out and spreading is pursued, the ma- 
nure should be at least piled up for a ft-w 
days, especially in the winter season, to 
induce fermentation. 


Whether it pays to pile the manure 


and give it time to heat befoie apphing 
depends on the kind of crop, the land, 
and whether the farmer can afford to 
wait a year for returns rather than put 
in a little extra labor and get them the 
same season. For a crop of ensilage and 
fodder corn, plowing under the coarse 
manure in the spr.ug is a good enough 
practice. The manure under the f urrow 
keeps it warm, at first by holding up the

THE time to trim grapevines is in the 


winter. 
Such work should never be 


postponed until spring, as the trimming 
of the vines after the flow of sap begins 
is sure to do barm. It is not necessary 
to cut back severely, but in trimming a 
grape vine it should be done to give good 
appearance and at\the same time secure 
the best yield of fruit. 


FERTILIZERS o{ certain kinds, if not 


applied in the fall, may be applied in 
January. Ground bone cannot bo put 
on the ground too soon, as it dissolves 
very slowly. Strawberries may receive 
such a fertilizer now, with the potash 
salta during February or March, and the 
nitrates in April. If dissolved bone is 
used in place of ground bone it will be 
early enough to apply it in March. 


MASY substances which go into the 


manure heap add nothing thereto, but

uable portions of the manure and avoid 
loss.

Cossacks on Horseback. 


Oulyn Few of Thorn are Acrobatic Ci»nl- 


ryiuen. 


The principal exercise iu which the 


Cossacks excel reminded me very much 
of what I was familiar with at West 
Point when the boys were free to in- 
dulge their taste for gymnastics ou 
horseback. Our cadets-at least a large 
proportion of every clasa-aie quite as 
clever with their horses as the average 
Cossick. I have seen them t m d n n l h e 
horse's back and gallop in that position, 
vault iu and out of the saddle w bile the 
horse is galloping, reach down and pick 
up objects form the ground, leap hurdles 
with the horse, alighting from 
the 


ammaljust before the hurdle is touched, 
and vaultiug into the saddle as the horse 
clears the obstacle. I have also seen 
our West Pointers change horses while 
at full gallop, or one take the other 
behind him. All these exercises I have 
seen done, not merely with the saddle 
but without, and not merely in the rid- 
ing school but while riding out on the 
country roads. 


These are the exercises in which the 


Cossack chiefly excels, and it may be 
added in paieuthesis that the horse of 
the average Cossack resembles in many 
respects the degenerate beast which the 
government places at the deposition of 
the TJuited S.ates Military Academy. 
The Cossack learns these tricks as a boy, 
when he is allowed with his mates to 
ride the horse bareback to water, aud 
incidentally is encouraged to indulge in 
every manner of sport on the way. lie 
is encouiaged also to presevere m ex- 
ercises of this kind, and to be prepared 
to make an exhibition of himself when 
as a soldier he is garrisoned in towns, 
where such exercises smack of the circus 
lather than of the barrack yard. The 
Cossack is so otten pictured in the act 
of doing daring things with his horse 
that it has become common to think 
that all Cossacks are up to this work. 
As a matter of fact, it is only a small 
and select portion that keeps up these 
exercises, and these are embodied in a 
special section of the regiment, desig- 
nated "Dshigits." The Uussiau legu- 
lations of war order the encouragem<-nt 
ot these acrobatic cavalrymen, particu- 
larly when they indulge in any exeicises 
which may be turned to practical ac- 
count m war, as, for instance, leaping 
over an obstacle and firing at the same 
time, or compelling the horses to stop 
suddenly and fall to the ground, so that 
its body may be a bie.istivoik behind 
which the trooper mayshelter himself.—
